The Buard of Health, or its Agent, will wvisit the
fiab, vegetable and mesat markets, or other places where
such articles are exposed for sale, at any time it msy
deem fit, ordering said markets or places to be properly
cleaned, and suy decayed animal or vegetable mastter to
be immedistely removed therefrom.

4nd. No slaughter house will be sllowed within the
boundaries of the City of Honolulu, or any of the public
highways leading to it, or on the banks of any river or

drd. No person is allowed to drey or hides or skins
within the boundaries of the City of H lulu, or in any
other place close to, or to windward of the City, or in any
place not first approved by the Board of Health.

4th, Al privies, cesapools, drasins, sewers, ponds, or
other places containing stagnant water, manure or filth,
